BUGS EAT HOUSE 
IN SWITZ CITY 


(B y United Press) 


Indianapolis, Ind, /lug. IO— Ter­ 
mites are eating a house in Switz 
City, Ind. 
George E. Moses sent this alarm 
to Frank N. W allace, state entomo­ 
logist, 
today. 
Moses said toe little 
bugs ore eating the floors, rafters, 
Tugs and walls from around him. He 
said he could see his house gradual­ 
ly disappearing. 


W allace said the termites are as 
small as white ants. They eat -away 
the unexposed part and leave the sur­ 
face of the wood intact hut only an 
outside sheik The house frequently 
crumbles before they are discovered, 
he said. 
To prevent 
these ravages W allace 
advised Moses the house must not be 
connected 
with any wooden sup­ 
ports if it could be avoided. But if 
so connected, the wood must he kept 
perfectly dry. 
There have been many complaints 
from throughout the state, 
W a lla ce j 
said of flees, cockroaches, ants, sil­ 
ver fish moths and 
black 
carpet, 
beetles. The attacks of these insects 
would have 
been 
much more pro­ 
nounced had the dry weather con­ 
tinued unabated. 
He gave the following rules for ex- j 
terminating them: 
Fleas— Keep the eat and dog out 
of the house. 
Use eresol dips and 
mop the floors with the same 
sub­ 
stance. 
Cockroaches— Sprinkle very spar­ 
ingly two tablespoonsful to the to­ 
tal floor space of an ordinary sized 
house 
a 
mixture 
of 
two 
parts 
borax, one part powdered chocolate 
and one 
part 
of powdered sugar 
around their habitations. 
Ants— set in pans, well protected 
from children or domestic animals, a 
mixture of one part emetic, ten parts 
of sugar and one hundred of water. 
Silver fish moths— Spread on pa­ 
lier a paste made by mixing in 
one 
teaspoonful of white arsenic in 
an 
ordinary flour paste. 
Bedbugs— Treat with gasoline 
at 
frequent intervals. 
Black 
carpet 
beetles 
( lean the 
rug or carpet with a vflcuirnTcleaner 
and then spread a damp cloth over 
it and iron with a hot iron.

TWO MORE MILES TO 


COMPLETE ROAD 17 


Important Transcontinental Highway 
in Northern Indiana is Nearing 
Completion 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 16—With 
only two more miles to he improved, 
which work will he concluded within 
a short time the important transcon­ 
tinental highway in northern Indiana 
known as State Road 
17, 
will 
he 
transformed from a route of dips, 
bumps and curves into a stretch not 
dissimilar to a boulevard, Lawrence 
ifyons, director of the state highway 
department said today. 
This 
road extends for 
approxi­ 
mately 
50 
miles 
from * Ligonier 
through Kendallville to Butler and, 
a> an important travel artery of the 
state road system, is a favorite route 
of motorists from 
New York City 
and 
Cleveland through Chicago to 
points of interest along the Pacific 
coast. 
For several months the de­ 
partment has engaged in rebuilding 
the road and surfacing it with gravel. 
The' minimum width is 28 feet and 
gravel is spread ii width of 16 to IS 
feet. 
Curves were straightened and 
grades eased and particular atten­ 
tion given to 
drainage, 
the result 
that two bad sections widely known 
by t o u r is t s as the “ Butler Hole’’ and 
the “ Harrow Hole” are eliminated. 
Because of a lack of upkeep and 
inadequate drainage, surface water 
from contiguous high elevations col­ 
lected on the road which rapidly de­ 
teriorated. 
At the Butler Hole, a 
short distance from Butler, a year 
ago it was not an uncommon sight 
to see half a dozen big motors stall­ 
ed and waiting turn to be towed to 
solid ground by 
a 
team. 
Usually 
such a “lift’’ was accompanied by a 
stipend of not less than $5, and men 
with teams found business good at 
all hours of the day and night, es­ 
pecially in the rainy season. 
Harrow 
Hole, near 
Waterloo, in 
Dekalb county was identical to the 
Butler 
Hole and for several rods 
there was in fact no road at all. In 
repairing this stretch of road 
the 
highway • department surfaced with 
gravel because in the north 
where 
there is considerable more moisture 
it is found that gravel is better than 
all other road materials: also cheap­ 
er. Gravel spread properly with suf­ 
ficient crown and grade to properly 
drain the road, but not to induce ac­ 
cidents. has a resiliency not to 
be 
found in other materials, and it a f­ 
fords a surface for ideal trction, 
according to A. H. Hinkle,

Tho majority of home runs result 
from a crack at a good ball•in the 
groove. Ruth, however, seldom gets 
a swing at a good ball. He had lo 
get hold of the bad ones, and there­ 
in lies his greatness. 
In the recent Yankee-Brown ser­ 
ies Ruth was passed twice by Ur­ 
ban Shocker. That, of course, is no­ 
thing unusual, but the comment of 
Lee Kohl, manager of the 
Browns, 
after the game throws light on what 
the Bambino is up against.

Kohl said. “Any manager is

of the world’s shipping since 1914 is 
due to the United States whose sea­

creased by 16,477,600 tons, an a d ­ 
vance of 576 per cent. 
The present world’s total is 
33,- 
206 vessels of 61,974,653 tons, made 
up of 4,773 sailing vessels of 3,128- 
328 tons, and and 28,433 
streamers 
of 58,846,325 tons. 
Tile world’s 
total 
of 
sea-going 
steel and iron steam tonnage is 54,- 
217,006, against 42,514,000 in June 
1914, of which the United Kingdom 
owns 19,288,000, 
and 
the 
United 
States 12,314,000. Though the Uni­ 
ted Kingodm still ]>ossessed the la r­ 
gest total, the increase 
since 1914 
has only been 411,000 to n s , 
against 
an increase of 10,477,000 
tons, 
or 
570 ]>er cent by the United States. 
British Dominions have registered 
an increase of 543,000 tons, with a 
total of 1,950,000 tons, against 1,-
